To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Alsager  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1959. 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  estimated  population 
of  36 0 and  this  now  stands  at  7290. 

There  has  been  a rise  in  the  number  of  births  which  is  in  excess 
of  the  number  of  deaths  but  the  increase  in  the  population  estimated 
at  690  in  the  two  years  1956  and  1959  is  due  to  new  persons  moving 
into  the  Urban  District.  There  is  no  doubt  that  Alsager  is  an 
attractive  place  in  many  ways  both  for  residential  purposes  and 
suitably  situated  light  industries. 

Of  the  knowncauses  of  death  the  high  incidence  has  moved  away 
from  Infectious  Diseases  towards  Malignancy  and  Cardio-Vascular 
conditions.  There  is  no  doubt  that  much  good  can  be  done  in  the  early 
detection  of  Cancer  by  a well  planned  and  careful  campaign  in  educating 
the  public.  In  this  respect  the  work  of  the  Manchester  Committee  on 
Cancer  whose  pioneer  efforts  in  education  are  proving  successful  has 
much  to  commend  it  and  deserves  support.  It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near 
future  trained  speakers  will  visit  our  District  to  talk  to  small  groups 
of  people,  I have  investigated  the  methods  they  use  and  I am  convinced 
that  there  is  little  danger  of  creating  fear  and  distress  by  these 
methods  and  indeed  experience  gained  so  far  has  shown  that  these  talks 
dispel  many  unfounded  fears  as  well  as  achieving  positive  results. 

During  the  year  measles  continued  to  be  very  prevalent  and 
although  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  no  deaths  occurred,  this 
disease  causes  much  distress  and  may  bo  the  precursor  of  lung  disease 
in  later  life.  It  also  results  in  great  dislocation  in  school 
attendances  and  is  one  of  the  major  causes  of  absenteeism.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  note  therefore  that  the  Measles  virus  has  at  last  been 
isolated  and  experiments  are  going  on  in  the  preparation  and  use  of 
Meales  Vaccine.  Preliminary  trials  so  far  have  proved  promising, 
the  vaccine  definitely  confers  protection  which  appears  to  be  of  long 
duration.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  this  will  become 
generally  available  thus  assisting  in  removing  one  of  the  scourges  of 
childhood. 

A great  amount  of  time  was  spent  during  the  year  in  connection 
with  the  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  both  by  your  Medical  Officer  and 
his  staff  as  well  as  by  the  Family  Doctors.  Large  numbers  of  children 
and  adults  were  dealt  with  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  vaccination 
does  appear  to  be  having  the  effect  of  reducing  both  the  incidence 
and  severity  of  Poliomyelitis.  The  vaccination  is  now  available  to  all 
below  the  age  of  40  and  despite  the  fact  that  it  is  a relatively 
painless  and  minor  procedure  there  are  still  many  thousands  of  people 
not  making  use  of  this  valuable  preventive  measure. 

As  was  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  the  need  for  adequate 
clinic  accommodation  in  the  Urban  District  is  very  great.  The  only 
progress  made  during  the  year  was  the  inspection  of  a number  of 
possible  sites  in  the  town,  but  no  definite  place  has  yet  been  chosen. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  population  figures  the  town  is  crowing  and 
in  proportion  to  its  present  size  the  need  for  the  preventive 
health  services  as  well  as  ante-natal  care  grows  more  urgent. 
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It  is  also  most  satisfactory  to  note  that  although  the  number  of 
births  occurring  is  not  high,  nevertheless  no  Maternal  Mortality 
occurred. 

I wish  to  draw  attention  particularly  to  that  part  of  the 
Engineer  and  Health  Inspectors  report  dealing  with  the  problem  of  the 
provision  of  a new  sewage  works  at  Day  Green,  as  well  as  an  overhauling 
of  the  drainage  system  generally  in  the  town. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  a very  distinct  health  hazard  exists 
following  the  flooding  that  occurs  during  times  of  excessive  rainfall. 

I know  it  is  a problem  which  must  be  solved. 

Once  again  I wish  to  thank  your  Clerk,  Mr.  R.  Heap  for  the 
assistance  he  has  given  at  all  times  and  your  Public  Health  Inspector 
Mr.  S.  Haigh  for  the  help  he  has  given  me  in  enabling  me  to  carry  out 
my  duties,  and  for  his  assistance  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

The  following  sections  of  this  report  cover  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector’s  Department,  and  have  been  compiled  by 
Mr.  S.  Haigh,  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor. 

Water  Supply 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Mid  and  South  East  Cheshire  Water  Board. 
Both  the  quantity  and  quality  are  good.  A few  complaints  of  excess 
chlorine  have  been  reported,  but  these  v/e re  soon  rectified. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  Council  own  and  maintain  two  Sewage  Disposal  Works  at  Day 
Green  and  Longview. 

The  Day  Green  works  are  old  and  arc  no?;  overloaded  and 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  modernising  and  enlarging. 

Each  year  as  additional  houses  are  connected  the  works  sho?/  further 
signs  of  overloading. 

The  Longview  Works  are  in  good  condition,  but  show  signs  of 
overloading  during  storms  and  additional  sludge  drying  beds  arc 
required. 

Both  v/orks  have  been  maintained. 

The  Sewerage  from  the  Close  Lone  area  is  discharged  and  treated 
at  the  Sewage  Works  of  the  Royal  Ordnance  Factory  who  also  maintain 
these  v;orks  and  no  complaints  have  been  received. 

The  general  sev/erage  system  of  the  district  shows  signs  of 
overloading  and  surcharging  of  the  sewers  takes  place  during  s oorm 
periods,  with  consequent  discharge  of  dilute  sewage  to  the  surface 
at  various  places,  and  several  complaints  have  been  received. 

The  sewerage  system  continues  to  develop  in  the  Talke  Road 
area  and  extensive  development  is  likely  to  take  place  in  the  near 
future. 

In  November,  1959,  the  Council  received  the  report  of  their 
Consultant  Engineers,  Messrs,  Wo H.  Radford  & Sons,  57?  Golds mi tn 
Street,  Nottingham. 

In  the  main,  their  recommendations  arc  that  plans  in  sufficient 
detail  to  present  to  the  Ministry,  be  prepared  of  a scheme  to  renovate 
the  Day  Green  Works, 

That  mother  scheme  be  prepared  of  measures  necessary  to  improve 
the  effluent  from  the  Longviev;  Sewage  V/orks  to  condition  its  sludge 
and  to  make  ''  capable  of  treating  further  sewage. 
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The  separate  surface  water  sewers  be  provided  with  storm 
overflows  at  suitable  points  to  r el ieve  surcharging  of  the  main  trunk 
sewers. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council  maintain  a regular  system  of  Refuse  Collection 
and  Disposal  based  on  a Bonus  System  whereby  the  bins  are  emptied 
regularly  over  a period  of  ten  or  eleven  working  days 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  tipping  which  is  subject  to  a 
certain  amount  of  control.

Information  for  housing  is  now  provided  on  Form  P.13  (Hsg) 

Food  and  Drugs 

Regular  visits  have  been  made  to  all  food  premises. 

Slaughterhouses  Act.  1958 

There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  and  all  the 
animals  slaughtered  arc  inspected. 

The  Council  were  represented  at  a Meeting  held  at  Nantwich 
on  the  14th  October,  1959  to  discuss  the  existence  and  probable 
future  requirements  of  their  district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities, 
having  regard  to  the  needs  both  of  persons  requiring  the  use  of 
slaughtering  facilities,  and  of  other  persons  and  the  slaughter 
facilities  which  are,  or  are  likely  to  become  available  to  meet 
those  requirements. 

A further  meeting  will  take  place  in  order  to  prepare  the 
report,  and  to  fix  an  appointed  date. 

The  condition  of  the  slaughterhouse  and  the  slaughter  of  cattle 
are  supervised.
